The 
emphasis  now  being  placed  on  soc.ia.l  nedic.uie  8.nd  the  health  and  well 
being  of  the  cor.iDunity  as  a  whole  is  .indicative  of  the  change  in 
outlook  which  has  occurred.

1.  GENERAL ; 

The  hone  nursinpg  nidw.iferyj  health  visiting,  hone  help, 
nental  health  and  ambulance  services  are  px^ovided  by  the  County 
Council  and  are  described  in  the  A.vpendix.  Reference  will  also  be 
found  there  to  clinic  arrangements,  health  education,  vaccination 
and  immunisation  and  the  school  heaJ-th  service. 

2.  LABORATORY  SSBVICESs 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  arrangements  whereby  the 
Medical  Research  Council’s  laboratories  at  Walcefield  and  Bradford 
provide  a  service  for  the  exanination  of  water,  nillx,  ice-cream 
and  a  variety  of  pathological  specinens.

It  should^  however^  be  a^spreoiated  that  nan^r 
patients  go  , direct  to  hospitals  in  Leeds^  Bradford  and  elsewhere^  in 
particular^  those  suffering  fron  conditions  in  which  treatuent 
facilities  are  concentrated  on  a  regional  basis ^  e*g.  neuro-surgical^ 
genito-uriiiary^j  plastic  surgery^  etc*  .. 

There  has  been  no  difficulty  in  securing 
accomodation  for  miernityamtients,.  or  cases  of  infectious  disease. 
Accomodation  for  .the  long  tern  sicl^^  pa.rticularly  fenales^  is  often 
difficult  to  find  in  the  winter  nonthS;,  but  there  is  prouise  of 
developments  which  should  lead  to  improved  use  of  the  ava.ils.ble 
beds.  In  the  meantime ^  the  Health  Depa.rtnent  continues  to  smply 
information  to  assist  in  decid.lng  the  priority  for  admission.  The 
smaller  hospitals  continue  to  be  handicaaoped  bv  difficulties 
associated  with  the  a.va.ilalility  of  nurses  and  resMent  doctors j 
and  to  a  lesser  degree^  domestic  staff. 


4.  BLIID 


There  are  31  blind  persons  in  the  district. 

The  Blind  Persons  Teacher  exercises  supervision  and.  helps  with  their 
problems^  and  specialist  exa,minations  are  carried  out  periodically 
by  an  ophthalmologist.  The  increasinr  proportion  of  old  people 
is  producing  an  increase  in  the  incidence  of  blindness^  much  of 
it  being  due  to  cata.ract  and  glaucoma^  but  which  is  in  some  measure 
preventable  by  earlier  diagnosis  and  treatment,

Dur.Lif,  the  past  year  a^ttention  has  been  drawn 
to  a  subject  hitherto  never  mentioned  in  these  reports.  It  is  the 
fluoridation  of  water  supplies  which  is  alLready  pra.ctised  on  a 
considera,ble  sca.le  .in  the  United  States  of  iV'orica,  based  on  the 
Icnowledr^’e  that  a,n  appropriate  concentration  of  fluorine  in  dr  inlying 
water  will  greatl3r  reduce  the  incidence  of  dentaU.  caries,  inrrange- 
nents  have  been  nade  for  the  a-ddition  of  fluorine  to  the  water 
supplies  of  certa.in  towns  in  this  country and  as  the  fluor.ine 
content  of  the  Skipton  waiter  is  less  tha.n  0.1  pa^rts  compared  with  a 
recomended  1.0  pSuTts  per  nillioiij,  the  results  will  be  awa.ited  with 
interest.

Attention  has  aga„Li  been  focussed  on  this  evil  record 
hy  the  I3ea.ver  Connittee  Report,  which  describes  atmospheric  pollution 
as  ‘*a  social  and  econoaic  pv.il  of  the  first  nagnitude*%  estimated  to 
cost  the  count r^r.  £250  million  per  year,  and  to  waste  10  iniLlion  tons  of 
coal. 


The  effect  on  health  is  consideredole.  ^'Snog^'  W8.s 
responsible  for  4^ OQO. deaths  in  London  .in  December,  1952.,  and  the 
death  rates  from  bronchitis  In  this  country  are  far  higher  tlian  the^r  CuTe 
in  Scandinavia  and  elsewhere.  These  e.re  but  two  po.ints.  To  get  rid  of 
this  smoke  would  probably  not  cost  more  than  the  bill  which  the  country 
pays  annually  (i.e.  £250  million),  and  it  is  hoped  that  energetic  steps 
will  now  be  talcen  to  implement  the  Beaver  Coranitteeks  recommendations.

9  .FOOD  iriGIEIiE 


ilLthough  there  was  no  outbrealc  of  food  x^oison.ing  in 
the  district  during  the  year^  this  is  a  matter  which  still  requires 
the  closest  attention.  This  is  shown  by  reference  to  the  cases  reponb- 
ed  in  England  and  Wa.les  .in  1953.^  be.ing  the  la.test  figures  available 
at  the  tine  of  writixigg  which  show  that  the  nu::iber  of  incidents ^  (i.e, 
outbrealcs  and  sporadic  cases)  was  5^277  being  an  .increa.se  of  1^75^ 
over  the  previous  year.  10^373  cases  were  notified  and  there  ■’ s 
evidence  that  s.t  least  15^000  persons  had  script ons^  all  preventable ^ 
no  natter  whether  infection  was  due  to  sali-ionella^  staphylococci  or 
other  organisvas.  51  cases  were  fatal. 


The  foods  .mplicated  in  outbresiis  were  similar  to 
previous  years ,  the  most  important  being  processed  a.nd  nade«up  or 
reheated  dishes  -  pies^  brawn,  sandwiches,  sausage,  cold  and  pressed

Although  food  poisoning  is  usually'  more 
inconvenient  than  serious,  it  is  important  as  an  irdicadion  of  poor 
h^i^giene  and  inadequate  or  vn’ong  use  of  refrigeration  .in  kitchens  and 
food  factories.  Ediortation  and  education  are  obviously  not  meeting 
v;ith  much  success  yet.  But  immediate  improvement  \rould  result  if 
customers  refused  food  prepared  in  conditions  known  to  be  unliygienic 
and  by  methods  known  to  be  ji^otent iadly  dangerous. 

lO.GKEi-^UiTIONs 


The  Skipton  Urban  District  Coujicilks  crematorium 
was  opened  on  the  30th  ii-y,  1952.,  aid  between  that  date  a.nd  the  end 
of  1954  over  tv7o  thousand  cremations  ha.ve  talcen  gjlace.  There  is  an 
increaning  demand  for  this  simple,  complete,  hygienic  a.nd  reverent 
method,  of  disposal  of  dhe  dead|  aiid  as  the  haJ-f  million  people  x^ho 
die  ,in  Great  Brita.in  each  yean  xjould  requ.ire  some  5OC  acres  of  land 
for  burial,  it  is  aj-so  an  economic  method.

DIPiriHERIA: 


Another  year  has  passed  without  a  case  of  diphtheria ^  but  there 
are  cases  occurring  in  Englaaid  and  Hales  every  week^  and  it  is 
inport a;nt  that  the  low  incidence  should  not  result  in  a  false  sense 
of  security^  to  the  neglect  of  uniiiunisation.  Further  reference  to 
this  natter  is  made  in  the  Appendix. 

2.  SCARLET  FEPERg 


This  disease  was  raore  prevalent  ^  cases  occurring  every  month 
in  some  part  of  the  districto  Total  notifications  were  46  compared 
with  24 «)  20  and  24  in  the  tliree  preced.ing  years.  They  were  all 
reported  to  be  of  a  mild  ty;^)e^  and  so  far  as  is  knoim^  without 
complications . 

3o  HliQOPIHG  GOUG-Ih 

28  notifications  were  received,  showing  a  further  reduction  in 
cases  vjhen  compared  with  58,  64  and  lo2  in  the  preceding  years.

As  250  and  232  notifications  were  received  in  1953  end  1952 
respectively,  a  reduction  in  .incidence  \/as  to  be  e:Kpectedo  There 
were  in  fact,  only  8  notifications. 

5.  SMLLPOI. 


No  cases  were  not.ified,  but  the  vaccination  state  is  low 
throughout  the  whole  country,  and  the  alarm  which  resulted  from 
the  epidemic  in  1953  han  been  short  lived.  The  demand  for  vaccination 
has  fallen  away  proportionately,  although  at  the  time  of  vrriting  this 
report  an  epidemic  exists  just  anross  the  Channel,  in  Brittan^^. 


In  the  1953  outbreal^  the  source  was  not  traced  despite  systematic 
and  e:ctensive  enquiries.  It  might  have  been  iniected . raw  cotton,  and 
this  is  not  the  f.irst  time  that  suspicion  has  been  cast  on  this  material 
which  comes  from  coimtries  where  smallpox  is  preva^lent,  often  endemic. 

In  the  c,.ircuTistances  it  was  considered  des,irable  to  offer  protection 
to  those  workers  who  handle  cotton  up  to  the  carding  stage,  and 
fourteen  men  so  engaged  x/ere  vaccinated  or  re-vaccinated .  lie- vaccination 
will  be  offered  every  too  years. 


TUBERCULOSIS  s 


About  a  huiidrod  yeexs  ago  65^000  cloaths  were  caused 
by  tu.berculosLS  each  year  in  Englcjid  and  Wales  in  a.  population  of 
20  millions.  In  1939  the  deaths  iurabered  25^600  with  the  populate 
ion  uore  tha.n  doubled.,  a.nd  since  then  there  have  been  ftirther  falls 
to  10,5o5  ill  195^»p  8,902  in  1953.  This  is  satisfa.ctory  in  so 

far  as  it  goes,  and  is  attributable  to  sone  extent  to  sanatoriun 
and  surgical  treatnent,  ejxl  the  isolation  of  infectious  patients, 
but  to  a  larger  e^cbent  to  better  standards  of  living  -  better 
nutrition,  better  housing,  and  better  vrorking  conditions.  Although 
it  riust  not  be  forgotten  thc.t  the  tuberculosis  death  rate  for  those 
in  the  lowest  social  class  st.ill  reuains  twice  as  high  as  for  those 
in  the  highest  social  class.  Tuberculosis  is,  therefore,  a  social 
evil  which  ca.n  and.  rjust  be  stanped  out*  It  is,  therefore,  a 
natter  for  concern  that  although  nortality  is  declining'-  fast  thei'e 
is  no  d.in,inuation  in  the  nunber  of  fresh  notifications.  It  is 
believed  tha/b  these  not.if icat  ions  are  naiiily  the  result  of  nore 
effective  and  earlier  case  finding,  but  there  is  another  factor. 
That  is  the  survival  of  cases  who  would  have  died  in  the  de^ys 
before  effective  drug  treatnent  wa^s  availedole,  but  who  now  rena..in 
alive,  in  soue  .insto.nces  in  an  infectious  stadoe,  and  in  a  position 
to  disseuinate  the  disease  anongst  their  contacts.  It  would, 
therefore,  seen  tha,t  before  the  disec.se  is  abolished  there  is  an 
interned icfe  stage  in  which  patients  are  an  increased  burden  on 
the  welfare  and  curative  sources,  and  this  hiiplies  the  need,  for 
intensification  of  the  search  for  ecrly  canes,  hitherto  undiscover« 
ed  sources  of  infection,  and  the  reasonable  segregation  of  the 
above  chronic  canes.  The  routine  uethods  of  preventive  nedicine 
are  being  applied  with  an  additiona.1  neasure  introduced  for  the 
first  t.ine  this  year.  This  consists  in  obtaining  parental  consent 
for  the  application  of  a  tuber cul,in  test  to  each  school  entrant. 

The  great  uajority  of  these  children  have  not  been  infected  with 
tuberculosis  gems  aixl  give  a  negative  reaction.  But  a  positive 
reaction  iuplies  infection,  cjid  now  that  nost  nillc  supplies  are 
from  tuberculin  tested  herds  or  pa,steurised,  ei^camincf  ion  of  the 
child ^s  family  contacts  is  cons.idered  worthwhile.  This  is  under- 
t alien  with  the  help  of  the  Cheat  Physician,  ?.nd  ha-S  already  shown 
results. 


In  so  for  as  this  district  is  concerned  oifly  5 
cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year,  compared  with 
22,  2Ji.  and  25  in  the  three  preceding  years. 


12  pof  ients  were  admitted  to  tuberculosis  hospitals 
G.iXl  19  were  discliorged.  II9  cases  remained  on  the  register  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  The  waiting  lists  for  axhiission  to  these  hosp.itals 
have  been  greatly  reduced  of  lahe,  and  admission  can  now  be  secured  .in 
nost  instances  almost  as  soon  a.s  treahnent  is  recomended  and  accepted.

Since  194o  the  treatnent  of  tuberculosis  has  been  the 
responsibility  of  the  hospitals  and  chest  physicie.ns^  but  the  health 
authority's  responsibilities  esre  closely  integrated  in  this  area  by 
the  enplo^naent  of  health  visitors  in  the  chest  clinics^  and  a.  monthly 
ca.se  conference  where  all  releva,nt  problems  are  discus sed*  This,  has 
proved  to  be  of  great  value.

This  is  a.  form  of  inoculation  similar  to  smallpox 
vaccination,  and  produces  .in  the  hunar  body  ar  art.if icially  acOjU.ired 
resistance  to  the  disease.  It  has  been  approved  by  the  Chest  Physician 
in  all  suitable  cases,  a.nd  although  it  is  still  uncertauin  whether  it 
gives  complete  protection,  and  precisel^T-  how  long  the  iniunity  lasts, 
there  is  no  doubt  that  it  redaices  the  risk  of  contracting  tuberculosis. 


In  addition  to  the  vaccinations  performed  hj  the  Chest 
Ph^rsiciar,  mostly  in  young  children,  B.C.G*  vaccination  has  this  year 
been  offered  to  tlnirteen  jQex  old  children,  exliibit.ing  a.  negative 
TeBpon.se  to  tuberculin  tests.  The  princix)ie  is  the  same,  but  .in  this 
case  arms  at  provkling  an  tomunity  tlirough  adi  ole  sconce,  which  is 
considered  a  dangerous  a.ge  in  respect  of  tuberculous  infection.

The  inspection  and  supervision  of  repairs  to 
dwellinghouses  continues  to  occupy  a  high  place  in  the  importance 
of  the  work  of  the  Department  5  and  whilst  every  effort  was  made  to 
induce  the  owners  of  property  to  carry  out  essential  repairs  the 
resistance  of  many  owners  was  continued.  Even  after  the  appointed 
day  for.„ the  commencement  of  the  operation  of  the  Housing  Repairs 
and  Rents  Act  ^  1954«>  under  which  rents  of  well  maintained  controlled 
houses  can. he  raised,  there  was  no  appreciable  easing  of  the 
reluctance  of  owners  to  spend  money  in  maintenance. 

As  hitherto  an  informal  approach  to  the 
landlord  was  made  to  try  to  persuade  him  to  carry  out  repairs 
before  any  recommendation  to  Coranittee  is  put  forward,  and  in  most 
cases,  after  reminders  have  been  sent,  the  work  is  done,

The  work  of  slu:!  clearance,  which  was  ••  • 
comenced  during  last  year,  was  continued  and  five  Clearance  iircas 
in  the  Parish  of  Addingham  were  declared  a.nd  orders  made,  ten  reports 
were  made  to  the  Council  in  respect  of  individual  unfit  houses  .in 
Addingham  and  other  Parishes  a,s  s.  result  of  which  one  house  is  to  be 
made  co-upletely  fit  for  occupation,  one  Demolition  Order  was  made  and 
four  undei*tal:.tngs  were  accepted  that  the  houses  ^iould  not  be  re-let 
until  completely  fit  for  that  purpose.  The  other  cases  were  still 
under  discussion  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Two  undeid:al:.ings  to  repair

and  three  not  to  re-let  houses  were  also  accepted  dur.ing  the  year 5 
reports  having  been  made  on  then  in  1953 «  In  addition  representa,t- 
ions  were  made  in  respect  of  two  Clearance  iireas  .in  the  Parish  of 
Gar grave j  following  which  the  Areas  were  declared  and  Clearance 
Orders  made  in  both  cases*  Conf,irnation  of  the  above  Orders 
in  respect  of  some  of  which;,  objections  had  been  registered^  was 
not  received  at  the  end  of  the  year.  A  Public  Inquiry  in  respect  of 
the  objections  above  -v/as  held  on  the  12th  October o 


It  is  very  pleasing  to  note  that  under  the  Housing 
Repairs  and  Rents  Act  a  survey  is  called  for  and  a  five  year  programme 
of  houses  wdlch  should  be  demolished  is  to  be  furnished  to  the  fUnister 
but  owing  to  the  pressure  of  work  very  little  \^ra.s  done  in  the  comp:ilation 
of  the  prograxmie  during  the  year.  I4ich  more  time  and  effort  is  needed 
on  housing  work  and  with  the  New  Year  it  is  hoped  that  we  will  be  able 
to  commence  the  survey  required. 

Civil  Building  Licens ing. 

The  rela^cations  which  vxere  commenced  during  1953  were 
continued  tluoughout  the  year^  and  civil  bu:ilding  licensing  xjas  no 
longer  the  problem  as  ,in  former  years  ^  and  in  fact^  xuesented  no 
obstacle  whatever  to  the  carry;ing  out  of  either  work  on  new  properties 
or  repairs  and  .unprovements. 


The  relaxations  a,t  the  beginning  of  the  year  were  that  no 
licence  need  be  obtained  for  work  up  to  £1^000  on  existing  property^  and 
the  automatic  issue  of  licences  for  new  houses  with  floor  areas  not 
exceeding  1^500  sq.  ft.  From  the  1st  Apr.il  the  Ministry  of  Works  were 
to  issue  all  licences  for  houses  with  superfic.ial  floor  areas  of  not  more 
than  lj5C0  sq.  ft.  In  all  ten  licences  were  issued  by  this  Author it^r  for 
the  erection  of  new  houses ^  and  two  for  repairs  and  improvements  etc. 

On  the  10th  November^  1954*?  Housing^  The  Control  of  CiuH 
Building  Regulation  56A  was  cancelled ^  ard  for  the  firvst  tine  since  the 
early  days  of  the  war  civil  building  was  free. from  restriction.

men  short  as  it  vjas  found  to  be  .mpossible  to  filli-  the  vacancies  caused 
by  men  leaving.  This  factor  had  some  .influence  on  the  condition  of  the 
refuse  tips  within  the  District;  and  I  axi  not  satisfied  with  the 
condition  in  which  they  now  are.  It  ms  resolved  that  a  Chaseside 
mechanical  shovel  be  purcha.sed  for  use  jointly  by  the  Eng:ineer  and 
Surveyor's  Department;  and  on  refuse  t.ips,  and  when  this  machine  is 
delivered  and  operative  it  is  hoped  that  some  improvement  can  be 
effected. 


During  June  a  new  Dennis  ten  cubic  yard 
refuse  collector  was  delivered  to  replace  the  Karrier  Bantam  which  was 
just  over  ten  years  old. 


Following  my  monthly  report  to  your  May 
meeting  concerning  the  alleged  larceny  on  Thornton  refuse  tip;  and  your 
subsequent  resolut.ion  to  take  proceedings  under  Section  76  of  the  Public 
Health  Act;  1936  for  sorting  over  and  disturbing  the  contents  of  a 
refuse  tip;  the  Police  actually  took  action  against  the  men  concerned 
for  larceny;  and  a  conviction  was  obtained.  Quite  apart  from  the 
salutory  effects  of  such  proceedings,  the  publicity  arising  from  them 
is  helpful  as  we  are  constantly  ple.gued  by  unauthorised  persons  entering 
on  refuse  tips  and  disturbing  the  contents  after  they  have  been  left 
tidy;  and  unauthorised  persons  tipping  material  in  inconvenient  and 
unsightly  sites  on  the  tips. 

Several  tip  fires  occurred  during  the  year; 
the  most  serious  of  which  was  ai  Stunsteo.d  Quarry  tip  in  the  Parish  of 
Cowling.  I  aim  convinced  that  in  this  particular  case  the  f.ire  was 
caused  by  youths  setting  f.ire  to  pieces  of  paper  in  the  tip  face,  and 
once  a  fire  is  started  in  this  way  v/ith  the  wind  blowing  towards  the  tip 
face  the  resultant  fire  ca.nnot  be  put  out  by  the  persons  start.ing  it; 
and  consequently  it  is  usua.lly  found  when  the  men  cone  on  the  ne^cb 
collection  day  that  the  fire  is  very  serious  indeed.  I  find;  on 
discussing  the  natter  with  colleagues;  that  tip  fires  are  on  the  increase 
with  many  Authorities;  and  I  thinl:  there  is  no  doubt  that  tlris  is  due 
at  lea.st  ,in  some  part  to  the  .increase  in  the  use  of  ail  night  burning 
grates  and  stoves  from  which  the  hot  ashes  are  put  straight  into  the 
bin  and  nay  be  put  into  the  truck  still  :in  the  hot  condition.  In  fact, 
this  factor  d.id  cause  a  slight  f:ire  .in  one  of  the  wagons,  but  fortunate¬ 
ly  the  wagon  crew  saw  the  load  smoking  and  put  out  the  fire  before  any 
damage  was  done. 


During  the  year  the  entrance  to  your  Depot  at 
Cononley  we.s  surfaced  with  tar  iiacadan^  andcpart  fron  this  no 
further  Inprovenents  to  the  Depot  were  carried  outo 

For  sone  years  past  considerable  difficult^j^ 
has  been  exjperienced  in  dispos.ing  of  jjail  closet,  contents, 
this  formerly  be. mg  done  nalnly  by  spreading  on  rough  land 
although  in  sone  cases  by  a  pit  being  made  on  a  refuse  tip, 
and  later  soiled-  ‘Over*  The  disadvantage  of  the  former  method 
is,  of  course,  that  the  site  has  to  be  carefully  selected  to 
avoid  danger  to  snail  private  x^^o,ter  supplies,  and  during  the 
winter  months  a  considerable  amount  of  tine  was  wasted  due  to 
wagons  being  fast  on  the  land,  a,nd  having  to  be  towed  off. 

The  objection  to  the  second  system  is  that,  of  course,  some 
nuisance  may  possibly  be  caused  before  the  pit  is  soiled  over. 
During  the  year  two  beds  were  constructed  on  the  Cononley  refuse 
tip  with  a  view  to  the  soil  being  composted  with  straw  which 
was  being  collected  from  a  greyhound  kennel  within  the  District, 
the  object  being  to  malce  a  composted  roanure  which  coiiLd  be 
sold  to  market  gardners  and  others.  No  manure  was  actually 
sold  although  some  had  been  composted. 

The.  charge  to  business  premises  for  the 
collection  of  trade  waste,  including  paper  a.nd  cardboard, 
was  continued,  although  in  many  cases  the  chaxge  was  purel3^ 
nominal,  and  iid  not  pay  8.11  the  cost  of  collection,  lihilst 
I  feel  the  practice  of  mailing  a  charge  should  be  maintained  ;ln 
the  future,  it  .  seems  tlmt  now  that  the  marketing  of  waste 
paper  is  on  a  firmer  footing  it  might  well  be  possible  .in 
the  future  to  msJee  this  chsj^ge  purely  nominal. 


The  seJ-vage  bonus  to  all  cleansmg  woricmen 
was  continued  tliroughout  the  year,  and.  it  i^ras  allowed  to 
rena.in  at  lOJo.  I  believe  that  this  bonus  did  act  as  some 
incentive  to  the  men  to  .brmg  in  more  salvage,  and  .indeed  has 
had  a  noticeable  effect  on  the  amount  of  cast  iron  v/hich  has 
been  sold,  and  although  the  quaint  it  y  of  this  is  st,ill  not  high, 
it  is  far  greater  than  was  formerly  the  case.  I  am  firmly 
convinced  also  that  a  small  perquisite  such  as  a  bonus  d.oes 
help  considerably  in  retemning  worloien  particularly  during 
bad  weather  when  there  is  no  shortage  of  jobs,  and  indeed  the 
local  textile  factories  are  claiaour.ing  all  the  ttae  for  labour. 

For  some  years  past  and  during  the  early  part 
of  1954  some  dissatisfaction  had  been  felt  on  the  amount  of 
remuneration  be.lng  received  for,.. and  the  service  received  from 
the  firm  which  was  under  contract  to  p-urchase  the  waste  paper 
arising  from  our  salvage  operations,  and  during  the  early  part  of 
the  year  I  was  instructed  to  obtain  tenders  from  other  paper 
mills  and  nercliants  with  a  view  to  the  'Dosition  being  rectified . 


iii'ter  some  inquiry  and  a  cons.Merable  anount  of  correspondence  the 
existing  contract  was  teraina.ted  and  a  new  one  was  arranged  to  taJce 
effect  as  fron  Septenber  with  Messrs.  Thsxies  Borri  lillls  Ltd.j  of 
Purfleet  and  Warrington. 

The  Powell  baler  which  was  purchased  sone  years 
ago  gave  good  service  throughout  the  year^  nlthough  it  appeared 
towards  the  end  that  sone  renewal  of  parts  would  be  necessary  .in  the 
future.  Whilst  this  nachine  was  an  expensive  one  I  feel  that  it 
saves  so  nuch  t,ine  that  paper  can  be  baled  at  least  £1  per  ton  less 
than  was  formerly  the  case  with  the  old  methods^^ordt^jX^^Jfj  salvaging 
of  waste  paper  and  cardboard  is  to  be  continuect appears  to 
me  that  it  should  be  continued  indef  initely;,  or  at  least  for  as 
long  as  the  price  obtained  is  equal  -to  the  cost  of  baling]^,  for  if 
this  paper  and  cardboard  is  not  salvaged  in  this  way  much  of  it 
will  undoubtedly  appear  in  the  normal  collections  of  household  refuse 
and  will  ha^ve  to  be  left  on  the  refuse  tips^  and  the  expense  of 
deeding  with  it  there  night  well  be  more  tha,n  the  cost  of  baling 
the  paper j  and  with  no  consequent  .income. 

I  should  like  to  draw  your  attention  to  the 
figures  appearing  at  the  foot  of  table  7  which  are  less  than  the 
average  of  those  contained  in  the  costing  returns  of  the  I^Iinistry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  for  urban  districts  of  populations  of 
20,000  to  30^000.  I  hope  you  w;ill  agree  that  this  is  vovj  satis¬ 
factory  having  regard  to  the  large  acreage  .in  which  your  CleanScing 
Service  has  to  operate. 

I  append  belov/  a  table  showing  the  ar.iount  end 
description  of  salvage  uater.ials  which  were  collected  during  the 
calendar  year^  and  the  amount  charged  for  collection  and  disposa.1 
of  trade  waste  etc.

PRIVATELY  OWI'IED  WATER  SUPPLIES. 


ii^spedion  ajid  sav-iplXn-v  of  Ihe  private  water 
supplies^witluii^the  District  was  contimed  tlirougliout  the  year^ 
na^y  with  a  view  to  checking  and  el.i:.iinat.ing  any  •  pollution 
gaxaing  access  p  tut  also  in.sone  cases  at  the  request  of  the  o\mers 
of  property  who  were  contenplating  edending  the  supplies  with  the 
aod  of  grants  from  the  County  Agricultural  Executive  CoLinittee* 
ii  total  of  127^saiiples  were  taken  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
analysis  of  which  76  were  completely  satisfactory.  The  total  of 
unsatisfactory  samples  was  considerably  higher  than  any  year  within 
my  esjperience^  and  it  is  suggested  that  the  very  heavy  rainfall 

uornally  dry  periods  of  the  year  was  responsible  for 
tnis.  Representations  were  made  to  the  owners  of  supplies  which 

were  apparently  unsciisfactory,  and  in  s.ix  cases  improvements  were 
effected  by  owners. 


The  use  of  Berkefeld  **Sterasyl"  filters  was 
^^vestigated  during  the  year,  and  seven  were  installed.  After 
Retaliation  bacteriological  analyses  of  the  water  before  filtrat¬ 
ion  and  after  were  obtained,  and  in  all  cases  where  the  sample 
before  was  showing  gross  pollution  after  filtration  the  water  was 
practically  ster:ile.  It  seems  to  me  that  this  type  of  f^ilter  has 
a  ^  great  future  particularly  in  parts  of  the  District  such  as 
Winterburn^and  Banlinewton  which  are  connected  to  the  water  main 
from  the  Winterburn  reservoXx  which  is  completely  untreated.  The 
followin.ji,  table  gives  the  results  obta;ined  in  the  various  parishes  s—

Both  these  baths  liave  up«to-^late  filtration  and  chloi’;mation  plojits^  and 
all  the  SEUoples  tal^en  \Nrere  satisfactory,  and  the  plants  were  woricing  well 
on  every  occonion  on  which  inspections  were  made.  A  third  swinging  ba.th 
vrhich  is  situated  at  Linton,  a.nd  is  used  for  a  United  period  in  surxier 
by  pupils  attending  the  Linton  Caap  School  wo^s  sampled  on  two  occasions, 
the  samples  being  satisfactory.  Whilst  this  swiaining  bath  1ms  no 
filtration  and  chlormiat  ion  plent,  it  is  emptied  and  re-filled  frequently 
and  between  each  filling  it  is  dosed  with  clilorine  by  hand.

The  niu:iber  of  sanples  of  ice«crean  subiiitted  for 
nethylene  blue  exa;:iination  showed  a  little  increase  over  last  year's 
figures#  On  the  whole  the  ii'iprpvenent  seen  last  year.. has  been. 
aa.lntaitied  • 

The  two  samples  in  grade  4  were  both  talien  from 
the  sane  shop  retailing  an  ico-crear.i  made  outside  the  District.  On 
receipt  of  this  result  a  coixiimication  was  sent  to  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector  for  the  District  in  which  the  factory  was  situated  drawing 
his  attention  to  the  samples#  After  his  investigation  at  the  factory^ 
which  TOS . apparently  inconclusive^  further  samples  gave  satisfactory 
results. 

In  addition  to  the  above  14  shops  were  registered 
for  the  manufacture j  storage  and  sale  of  sausage  or  cooked  meats ^  and 
one  for  the  re-sale  of  cooked  meats. 

FOOD  PRSPARiiTION. 

Ea.ch  year  an  attempt  is  made  to  reach  food  tra,ders 
by  a  different  method  in  an  endeavour  to  persuade  them  to  pay  more 
attention  to  the  hygiene  of  food  handl,ing.  This  year  the  lijbiistry  of 
Food  booklet  ^*Clean  Catering”  was  distributed  to  the  proprietors  of 
catering  establishments^  licensed  premises  which  also  cater ^  etc. 

This  boolcLet  is  an  excellent  one^  and  if  it  is  read  and  the- information 
conta.ined  put  into  practice some  good  should  result# 

During  July^  1954«?  I  presented  a  report  as  under s- 

”For  some  cons.iderable  time  the  occupier  of  a 
grocer’s  shop  has  been  urged ^  firstly  by  one  of  your  additional  Sanitary 
Inspectors  and  latterly  by  myself to  clean  and  tidy  his  shop.  These 
verbal  notices  were  reinforced  during  early  June  and  July  by  OTitten 
intimations  to  the  occupier  that  unless  some  improvement  was  foiti>> 
coning  I  should  have  no  alternative  other  than  reporting  the  facts  to 
you  for  enforcement  action#  The  resiilt  of  all  representations  made  to 
the  occupier  has  been  very  small ^  and  the  premises  are  only  a  very  little 
better  uo^nT  than  they  were  before  they  wore  made.  The  coMition  of  these 
premises  is  almost  indescribable^  floors  and  walls  are  in  a  filthy 
condition^  it  is  practically  impossible  to  get  into  the  store  room 
upstairs  for  empty  boxes.,  rusty  cans  of  produce  and  other  odds  and  ends, 
and  not  only  are  the  floors  and  walls  very  d.irty,  the  floor  is  littered 
with  various  fragments  of  groceries  dropped  there  over  a  very  long 
period.  It  seems  to  me  that  no  .improvement  is  liJ^ely  to  be  achieved 
and  maintained  without  very  drastic  action  being  talien,  and  it  is 
recommended  accordingly  that  enforcement  action,  as  set  out  .in  Section 
13  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  193S,  be  proceeded  with  against  the  occupier’i 


At  the  JitLy  neeting  a  Sul>-Comlttee  was 
appointed  to  inspect  the  preriises,  which  reported  thats- 

”Dur.iQg  the  inspection  it  was  reported  to  the 
Comittee  that  conditions  had  inproved  to  sone  extent  s.ince  the  last 
inspection  was  made  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector^  but  nevertheless 
it  was  found  that  the  prenises  still  required  a  coxnsiderable  anount 
of  tidy.ing  and  cleansing  before  they  could  be  cons^idered  to  be  even 
noderately  satisfactory,  iifter  sone  discussion  the  occupier  agreed 
to  allow  the  Counc.il  to  remove  his  trade  refuse  on  a  contract  basis ^ 
and  to  carry  out  all  the  work  necessary  to  thorouglily  cleanse  the 
rooms  and  subsequently  to  n£:.inta.in  then  in  a.  c3-eanly  condition"* 


It  was  also  resolved  that  the  occupier  be 
given  a  further  three  months  to  put  conditions  in  order* 

At  the  exDiry  of  the  further  three  months 
condit.ions  were  even  worse  ^  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  little  or  no 
improvement  ms  apparent. 

During  the  early  months  of  the  year  the 
attention  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  was  drai-m  to  the  dilapidated 
condition  of  a  lean-to  building  at  the  back  of  a  balcehouse  within 
the  District.

This  building  is  made  mainly  of  wood^  but 
has  been  patched  with  corrugated  :Lron  and  pieces  of  match  boarding  on 
the  outs;idee  The  roof  is  of  cement  asbestos  sheets*  Walls  are  rotted 
particularly  near  the  bottom^  the  window  frames  are  rotted^  and  the 
whole  structure  is  not  wind  and  weatherproof*  The  roof  is  leaky. 

The  floor ^  vdiich  is  of  concrete^  is  hojed  in  one  or  two  places ^  and 
is  generally  irregular  and  cracked «  The  paii  on  the  interior 
surface  of  the  walls  is  shelling  off.,  and  owing  to  their  condition 
it  is  impossible  for  any  decorating  maierial  to  stick  on  the  surface.

In  the  light  of  the  intimtion  received  fron  the 
Ministry  of  Food  in  the  early  months  of  the  year  that  fron  1st  July 
the  neat  trade  would  be  freed  fron  control,  considerable  tine  and 
effort  was  put  into  the  inspection  and  recording  of  existing  slaughter¬ 
houses* 

All  those  inspected  were  found  to  be  quite  inadequate 
judged  by  modern  standards.  After  the  receipt  of  several  applications 
for  slaughterhouse  licences  a  Slaughterhouse  Sul>-Connittee  was  formed, 
and  a  high  standard  was  decided  upon  for  application  to  all  private 
slaughterhouses*  This  standard  included  adequate  space  for  handling 
carcases,  in  most  cases  in  a  separate  room  or  apartnent,  adequate  and 
readily  accessible  lairage,  not  in  view  of  animals  being  killed, 
satisfactory  lighting,  both  day-light  and  electric*  A  sufficient  supply 
of  wholesome  hot  and  cold  water,  and  a  side  or  laveiory  basin  and  soap 
and  towels  for  the  cleansing  of  hands  and  utensils  were  also  asked  for* 

A  good  drainage  system  was  insisted  upon  in  all  cases,  usually  connected 
to  the  public  sewerage  system.  Outside  paving,  floors,  walls  and  ceilings 
were  all  repaired  or  renewed  so  as  to  be  easily  cleaned* 

Some  ilea  of  the  scope  of  the  work  done  may  be  gleaned 
from  the  fact  that  the  cost  of  reconditioning  the  slaughterhouses  ranged 
from  approxiiately  £400  to  £1,600. 

Butchers  and  owners  of  slaughterhouses  co-operated  very 
well  indeed,  and  before  the  end  of  June,  work  in  six  slaughterhouses  was 
sufficiently  well  advanced  for  killing  to  be  commenced  on  the  appointed 
date,  and  the  work  was  completed  shortly  afterwards* 

One  further  slaughterhouse  which  has  been  licensed  for 
a  number  of  years  for  the  slaughter  of  horses  was  reconditioned  to  the 
same  standards,  and  a  cooling  room  and  refrigerator  added  later  in  the 
year. 


The  re-introduction  of  private  slaughtering  put  a  further 
heavy  biirden  on  the  Inspectors  vrhose  tine  was  already  fully  occupied  in 
other  duties,  and  from  the  1st  June  more  overtime  had  to  be  worked  to 
inspect  animals  killed, some  of  which  were  moved  to  adjoining  markets  early 
Monday  morning.  So  far  as  I  am  aware  all  carcasses  within  the  District 
were  inspected,  usually  within  a  short  tine  of  slaughter. 

I  append  hereto  tables  showing  the  increase  of  slaughter 
month  by  month,  the  amount  of  food  rejected,  and  the  distribution  and 
percentage  of  various  diseases  ojid  conditions.

In  addition  infestations  of  cockroaches  were  dealt 
with  at  two  mills  with.in  the  District.

The  free  service  to  private  householders  v/as  continued^ 
and  has  been  a  great  help  in  eradicating  small  infestations  before  they 
become  major  ones.

The  Division  has  again  been  fortunate  in  having  a 
full  conplenent  of  staff  throughout  the  year^  helped  no  doubt ^  by  a 
favourable  geographical  position.  Calls  upon  the  staffs  particularly 
the  hone  nurses^  have  at  tines  been  heavyi  but  thanl^s  to  their  willing 
co-operation  all  demands  have  been  net. 


It  ie  gratifying  to  report  that  co-operation  between 
the  three  branches  of  the  Health  Service  -  hospitals ^  general  pro-ctitioners 
and  local  health  authority^  shows'  some  signs  of  improvement^  after  a  period 
of  six  years  when  all  our  effoiis  appeared  to  be  in  vain.  A  great  deal  more 
can  be  done  in  this  direotion^  ..and.  .it  must  be- done  if  the  general  public  is  to 
receive  the  full  benefits  from  this  most  costly  Health  Serv-ice.  A  Service 
which  seems  to  have  measured  its  progress  by  a  yearly  increase  in  the  numbers 
of  patients^  hospital  staffs^  beds  and  drugs and  to  have  no  policy  except  an 
arbitary  f.lnancial  ’belling*’ ^ for.  reducing  the  annuad.  bill  for  ill-health • 

3.  HEALTH  CEIlTRESc  '  ■'  " 


The  establislment  of  Health-  Centres  was  to  be  one  of 
the  main  features  of  the  National  Health  Service^  and  their  provision  would 
certainly  .improve  co-operation^  help  ’bhe  patients  by  saving  the.ir  time^  and 
in  the  long  run  would  likel.y  reduce  the  total  cost.  But  they  are  e^q^ensive  to 
build j  and  instead  of  their  being  nunbered  in  hundreds  there  are’  still  less 
than  ten  in  the  country.  Furthermore ^  there  appears  to  be  a  reluctance  of 
the  medical  profession  for  the,ir  establishment^  which  did  not  previously  exist. 
Group  practice  appears  to  be  the  alternative^  and  the  liinister  of  Health  is 
reported  to  have  said  that  this  offers  more  promise  for  the  future.  It  nay 
well  do  so  for  the  general  mediceJ.  practitioners^  but  unfortunately  the  patient 
cannot  arrange  his  illnesses  and  accidents  to  coincide  with  his  doctor b 
presence 5  and  he  may  be  seen  by  up  to  half  a  dozen  doctors ^  particularly  during 
holiday  periods.  He  does  net  seem  to  find  this  entirely  •satisfactory^  'and  it 
becomes  increasingly  difficult  to  reconcile  the  concept  of  the  family  doctor^  - 
the  erstwhile  guide p.  counsellor  and  -friend  -  with  the  large  group  practice. 


In  the  absence  of  health  centres  we  continue  to  use 
various  types  of  rented  premises  for  the  local  health  authority  services.  Most 
of  these  are  unsuitable  and  involve  the  staff  in  a  wastage,  of  tjjme  and  effort. 
But  we  have  been  using  them  for  years ^  and  the  services  are  generally  well 
patronised  despite  the  unobtractiveness  of  the  surroundings.

A  preraature  ijafaiit  is  defined  as  one  weighing  5i~  I'^s.  or 
less  at  birth ^  irrespective  of  the  period  of  gestation.  57  prenature 
infants  were  born  in  the  Division  during  the  year^  sone  of  which 
were  transferred  to  childrens  hospitals  for  treatnent.  Special 
equipment  is  kept  for  use  on  the  midwife’s  request  when  prenature 
.infants  are  to  be  nursed  at  hone. 

(f)  DAY  imSERIES. 

As  a  result  of  a  change  in  the  policy  for  admission^  the 
Earby  Day  Nursery  V7as  closed  during  the  year,  and  those  children  who 
were  oligible  were  offered  places  at  the  Barnoldswicli  Nursery. 

This  change  in  policy  has  also  affected  the  attendances  at  Barnoldswick 
as.d  the  end  of  the  year  there  had  been  considerable  reductions  in 
both  children  and  staff.  The  expense  of  this  service  will  be^appreciated 
when  it  is  pointed  out  that  in  the  day  nurseries  .in  the  Nest  liid.ing 
the  daily  cost  per  child  attendance  was  l6s.  2*9d  in  1953  -  54* 

(g)  CHILDRENS  HOilSS. 


There  are  two  hones  in  Skipton,  Burnside  House  and  Aireview 
House.  They  are  administered  by  the  Welfare  Department,  but  all 
children  are  exaiained  by  the  Health  Department  Staff  on  adnission  and 
discharge,  and  periodically  during  their  stay. 

(H)  CARE  OF  THE  UmiiRHIED  MQTHSR  CHILD. 


The  illegit  i-iate  birth  ra,te  e^qaressed  as  a  percentage  of  all 
live  b.irths  has  non  fallen  to  about  half  what  it  was  in  1945-5  i.e., 
from  nearly  10%  to  under  5p-  And  the  infant  mortality  rate  for  the 
illegitimate  is  now  approaching  the  rate  for  the  legit.ir.iate .  These 
figmres  give  cause  for  sone  satisfaction,  but  the  fact  remains,  that 
one  in  every  twenty  one  children  born  in  this  count  r^^*  is  .ille  git  unate, 
v/hich  in  fif^res  means  32,503  illegitimate  ckildren  born  in  1953* 
(Fijgures  quoted  from  ’'The  Report  of  the  Ministr^^  of  Health,  1953”)* 

A  proportion  of  these  will  be  legitimized  on  marriage,  but  there  must 
be  many  children  born  every  year  under  condit  ions  which  nay  ult.inately 
lead  to  grave  personal  and  social  difficulties. 


This  Division  has  its  share  of  illegitimate  births,  unfortunate 
victims  of  huaa.n  frailty,  and  admission  to  hostel  or  hone  for  conf.inenent 
a,nd  for  a  period  thereafter  has  been  arranged  when  requested.  The 
County  Counc.il  provides  financial  assistance  in  such  cases,  and  much 
practica.1  help  he.s  been  provided 'by  the  Bradford  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare 
Council.  Sone  babies  have  been  adopted,  for  which  there  is  a  demand^ 
but  in  many  cases  there  ei^cist  problems  of  moral  and  social  rehabil,itat- 
ion  which  are  most  diff  icult  to  solve,  even  with  the  full  co-operation 
of  all  statutory,  voluntary  and  denominational  bodies. 


BIRTHS  2 


The  total  mnber  of  doaic iixary  confinenents  was  131  coapared 
with  710  in  hospital^  giving  a  percentage  of  12.  The  proportion  of 
hospital  confinenents  varies  greatly  in  this  countr"/^  ranging  from 
34/^  to  91/^*<j  with  an  average  of  64/^|  whilst  the  liiiiistry  of  Health 
estiiaate  that  hospital  provision  is  necessary  on  nodical  and  social 
grounds  in  about  half  the  conf.inenents* 


In  this  Division  it  has  not  been  necessaigy  to  refuse  a  bed 
to  a  single  applicant  for  several  years  past*  Ikteraity  hones  are 
e}?pensive  units ,  and  .if  the  Ministry's  recomendation  was  adopted ^ 
the  reduction  in  financial  expenditure  would  be  great;  and  nany  wonen 
would  w.illingly  have  their  babies  at  hone  who  now  go  into  hospital 
beds  which  are  so  freely  available. 

Al'HlUNATAL  CLINICS; 


Attendances  at  the  existing  ante-natal  clinics  continued  at  a 
satisfactory  level.  At  these  clinics  all  patients  have  blood  talcen 
for  Rhesus  and  Kedin  testing^,  and  haemoglobin  estineiion.  Meigh.ingg 
urine  testing  and  blood  pressure  readings  are  carried  out  at  every 
visit.  Furthermore,  patients  are  encouraged  to  discuss  health  natters 
and  preparations  for  the  confinement  with  the  doctor,  health  visitor 
and  midwife,  and  to  attend  the  relaxation  exercise  classes  which  are 
provided  at  two  clinics, 

CHILD  VJEIFARE  CEi^JTRESs 


Details  of  centres  and  attendances  are  given  in  table  form* 

The.  mobile  centre  has  continued  to  opereie  on  two  days  each  fortnight, 
providing  a  service  for  mothers  and  children  livin{^  in  less. accessible 
places,  and  the  village  of  Bradley  was  added  to  its  itinerary  during 
the  year. 


Assistance  at  the  static  centres  has  again  been  provided  by 
member s  of  the  Voluntary  Committees,  and  we  are  g^reatly  indebted  to 
these  ladies  for  their  continued  support, 

DEOTAL  CAREs 


The  County  Council  has  one  dental  clinic  in  this  Division,  at 
Barnoldswick.  The  Senior  Dental  Officer  lias  been  able  to  offer  free 
treatment  to  all  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  referred  to  him  from 
the  Earby  and  Bsnnoldswick  clinics,  whilst  in  other  parts  of  the 
Division  local  dental  practitioners  have  continued  to  provide  a 
service  under  the  County  Council *s  scheme.

To-day  nost  case^s  of  acute  illness  go  to  hospital^  and  the 
work  ox  the  hone  nurses  na.y  be  divided  into  three  categories  - 
(i)  minor  ailments  anid  infections;  (ii)  pos'b-opsrative  and  other 
cases  discharged  from  hospitaJ.^  and  (iii)  the  chronic  sick  and  the 
dying . 


filch  of  their  work  falls  into  the  last  category^  and  along 
with  it  namy  duties  which  are  not  strictly  nursing,  but  v/hich  have 
so  often  to  be  undertaken  because  the  sick  and  aged  have  no 
relatives  to  assist  then.  There  is  no  liiiit  to  the  demands  which 
najT-  be  made  upon  the  nurses,  for  whilst  hospitals  nay  set  a  limit 
to  the  number  of  patients  they  will  admit,  the  nurs.ing  of  cases 
requiring  admission  (particularly  the  long-term  sick)  inevitably 
falls  on  the  hone  nurse,  often  under  difficult  aixl  deteriorating  • 
conditions.  Fortunately  this  work  is  full^^ appreciated,  and  it  has 
never  been  necessary  to  refuse  a  call  upon  the  five  whole-time 
nurses,  and  the  eight  home  nurse/nid wives  who  have  been  employed 
during  the  yea,rc 

Mob.ility  is  obviously  of  the  greatest  importance  .if  this 
service  is  to  be  sustained,  and  the  sta^ndard  of  care  continued. 

The  majority  of  nurses  Imve  the.ir  own  cars,  perhaps  acquired  under 
the  assisted  purchase  scheme.  Three  nurses  run  cars  owned  by  the 
County  Gounc.il,  and  only  two  are  without  transport.

7.  HEALTH  VISITING. 

It  is  not  generall^^  appreciated  that  health  visitors  are 
also  qualified  midwives  and  nurses,  and  the  ,ii:iportant  contribution 
which  can  be  made  to  the  health  of  the  commnity  by  individuals  with 
such  tra.ining  is  only  now  being  realised. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  the 
health  visitor  is  provided  for  ho  le  visiting,  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  advice  as  to  the  care  of  young  children,  persons  suffer, .ing 
from  .illness,  and  ex^pectant  or  nursing  mothers,  and  as  to  the 
measures  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  iiifection. 


Here^  they  are  also  employed  as  school  imrses;  and 
tuberculosis  health  visitors^  so  that  each  has  an  area  (usually 
with  a  clinic  as  well)  in  which  she  can  employ  her  knowledge 
and  skill  amongst  the  families,  and  which  become  very  well 
known  to  her. 


A  valuable  part  of  her  work  is  the  teaching  of 
health  in  these  hones,  but  she  can  give  much  assista.nce  either 
on  her  own  initiative  or  to  the  family  doctor  in  ca.ses  of 
feeding  difficulties  in  infancy,  the  supervision  of  the  aged,  and 
the  welfare  of  the  tuberculous  and  the  disabled.  She  ca.n  also 
provide  information  for  hospitals  vjhich  would  otherwise  be 
difficult  or  impossible  to  obtain,  and  so  materially  assist  in 
the  patients  treatment. 


The  health  visitors  invest  iga,t ions  into  the  fate  of 
certain  preLiature  babies,  and  of  the  effect  of  virus  diseases  in 
pregnancy  have  been  cont,inued.

B.  llOm  HELP  SERVICE. 

If  a  census  could  be  talcen  of  the  benefits  which  have  been 
derived  from  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  there  is  no  doubt 
that  this  service  would  talce  a  high  place  in  the  order  of 
appreciation,  particularly  in  an  area  such  as  this  where  there 
has  been  no  unemployment,  and  the  employment  of  women  in  the 
mills  is  traditional. 

Families  are  in  general  mch  smaller  than  they  used 
to  be,  and  they  move  about  the  country  more.  Members  are, 
therefore,  not  available  to  help  their  sick  or  aged  relatives, 
and  the  demands  on  the  hone  help  service  incresne  year  by  year. 


In  such  circunstances;;  the  hone  he3_p  is  enployed  to  do  everything 
which  falls  to  the  lot  of  the  housevjife^  includ.ing  cooking^  cleaning^ 
washing  and  the  care  of  children.  Alternat ively^.  she  nay  attend  the 
aged  to  do  the  heavier  work  for  a  few  hours  each  week*  Or  a,ttend  other 
cases  for  such  tine  and  duties  as  their  circunstances  require.  During 
nost  weeks  between  80  and  100  individuals  or  fanilies  ha.ve  been 
provided  with  whole  tine  or  part  tine  help^  and  the  clerical  and 
adninistrative  work  involved  in  this  provision  is  consider a,ble*

These  fignres  nay  not  appear  to  be  large,  but  they  refer 
to  a  comparatively^  snail  population,  and  the  fact  renains  that  a 
majority  of  the  hospital  beds  in  this  country  is  devoted  to  the 
institutional  care  of  the  mentally  sick,  and  there  is' need  for  more. 
5,000  additiona.l  beds  in  mental  and  deficiency  hospitals  have  been 
provided  since  I94B,,  and  capital  works  authorised  will  provide  another 
7,000.  This  provision  should  go  some  way  towards  reducing  the  over¬ 
crowding,  and  the  long  waiting  lists* 

The  mjority  of  mental  defectives  are  now  brought  to 
notice  through  the  School  Health  Service,  being  found  unable  to  benefit 
from  education  in  an  ordinary  school  or  \speciadL  school.  Occasionally 
elderly  defectives  are  notified  who  have  been  cared  for  by  relatives 
until  old  age  or  ill  health  prevents  their  continuing  this  care. 


Du^rlri;':  the  year  1954-?  defectives  were  discovered,  11  of  whom  \-/ere 

Uxider  16.  At  the  end  of  the  yeax  there  were  65  mental  defectives  resMent 
in  the  Division,  of  whom  li^  v/ere  under  16*  51  3iad  been  placed  'under 

Statutory  Supervision,  11  were  under  voluntary  supervision,  and  one  was 
on  licence  from  sii  institution.  In  addition,  56  defectives  whose  home 
addresses  are  in  the  Division  were  receiving  institutional  ca,re. 

The  Mental  Health  Socia,!  Worker  visits  defectives  in 
Divisions  1  and  2  who  are  looked  after  by  the,ir  parents  or  relatives, 
and  who  may  be  working  under  supervision  in  various  occupations.  She 
gives  advice  and  assistance,  paxticulaxly  over  difficulties  which  ma^^ 
arise.  Reports  are  also  submitted  by  her  to  mental  hospitals  on  patients 
who  are  on  licence  or  being  considered  for  holiday  leave. 


The  sociak  worker  imy  visit  occasiona,lly  patients  who  have 
returned  home  after  hospital  treatment  for  mental  or  nervous  breakdown, 
but  this  after  care,  which  is  often  so  desirable,  has  developed  slowly  in 
these  parts,  and  lack  of  staff  prohibits  its  e^epansion. 

MentaJ-  defectives  who  can  benefit  hj  occupational  theraipy 
and  training  receive  this  from  a.  Home  Teacher  who  conducts  a  Group  Training 
Centre  in  Skipton  on  three  da^^’s  each  week.  On  the  other  da-vs  the  tear  her 
visits  the  homes  of  some  who  cannot  travel  to  the  Centre. 


There  are  12  children  on  the  register  of  this  Centre, 
Dinners  are  provided  through  the  School  Mea,ls  Service,  and  travel  warrants 
for  the  defectives  and  their  escorts.  This  service  is  greakly  ap'oreciaked 
by  the  parents  .for  the  tra,ining  is  valu.able,  and  they  are  relieved  of  the 
strain  of  looking  a^fter  their  defective  children  for  a  "oroportion  of  each 
week. 


VACCIHIT  ION ,  AND  BldJNISAT  ION 


Under  the  National  Hea3-th  Service  Act  the  Local  Heakth 
Authority  has  a  duty  to  msJee  arrangements  for  persons  in  its  area  to  be 
varc.ina,ted  against  sma.llpo::  and  immunised  aga.inst  diphtheria.  Vaccination 
ard  imimnisat ion  are,  therefore,  offered  to  the  parents  of  alLl  babies,  axUd 
.if  desired  are  carried  out  by  the  family  doctor  or  at  any  child  welfare 
centre.  Immunisation  is  again  o.ffered  when  the  child  reaches  school  age. 
The  elimina^tion  of  diphtheria  is  conditional  upon  the  maintenance  of  an 
adeOjUate  level  of  immunisation,  the  objective  being  the  immunisation  of  not 
less  than  75:-^  of  babies  before  their  first  birthday.  Unforbunakely,  both 
national  and  local  figures  are  far  below  that  target,  and  if  parents 
continue  to  leave  their  children  unprotected,  there  may  be  a  return  of 
diphtheria  outbrealcs  as  has  occurred  recently  in  the  Midlands  where  amiong 
7S  cases  there  were  6  deaths  all  of  them  children  who  had  not  been 
inmiunised.  Parents  might  also  beer  .in  mind  that  as  recently  as  19 
there  were  23,199  not  liked  cases  of  diphtheria  with  934  deaths. 


Smallpox  occurred  in  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire  in 
1953 o  It  caused  alarm.,  and  the  number  of  vaccinations  increased. 

But  parents  soon  became  apathetic  once  the  epidemic  was  eradicated, 
and  less  than  one  third  of  babies  are  now  being  brought  forv/ard 
for  this  procedure. 

* 

Whooping  cough  was  made  a  not.ifiable  disease  in  1940* 
Since  then  it  has  been  stated  that  well  over  one  riiillion  cases  ha.ve 
been  not.ified  in  England  and  Wales  alone,  a.nd  over  10,000  children 
have  died  from  the  disease.  Of  the  survivors  a  proportion  will  be 
left  with  permanent  lung  damage.  It  is  est.iimted  thSut  70%  of  the 
child  population  must  be  .immunised  before  whooping  cough  can  be  elimina.t- 
ed  as  a  major  infectious  disease,  and  it  is  now  firmly  believed  that 
a  high  degree  of  immunity,  even  ,if  it  falls  short  of  complete 
protection,  can  be  provided  by  three  injections  given  at  monthly 
interva.ls  starting  at  the  fourth  or  fifth  month  of  life.

11.  HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

There  is  such  a  mass  of  propaganda  to«day  on  such  a  wMe 
variety  of  subjects  that  much  of  it  mst  fail  in  its  objectives. 
Health  propa^ganda,  by  advertisement  ^  pamphlet  and  poster  must 
obviously  share  in  this  high  proportion  of  failure^  8.nd  although 
all  are  used^  much  more  reliance  is  placed  upon  the  personal 
approach j  and  in  group  teaching. 

The  health  visitors  are  .in  a  very  good  position  to  deal 
with  this  subject  when  making  their  visits^  and  can  advise  on 
mother crafty  home  management^  the  prevention  of  disease  and 
accident j  and  the  upbringing  of  children.  The,:ir  advice  is 
particularly  .important  where  there  are  cases  of  tuberculosis  in 
the  home. 

At  the  ante«natal  rGlaxation  exercise  classes  the  health 
visitors  share  the  instruction  with  the  midw,ives,  giving  informal 
talks  on  mother  craft  to  the  most  receptive  of  audiences.  This 
year  it  has  been  possible  to  enlarge  our  field  of  workj  and  fiLn 
strips  and  tallcs  on  child  care  and  development  have  been  given  at 
child  welfare  centres Film  strips  and  talks  have  also  been  given 
in  a  number  of  senior  schools.  Despite  wha.t  is  being  done  it  is 
obvious  tha.t  we  are  still  only  dealing  with  a  small  part  of  this 
enormous  problem  of  healthy  living  «  for  that  is  what  we  really 
meant,  And  until  more  can  be  done  ~  much  more  -  there  seens  little 
prospect  of  reducing  the  nations  enormous  bill  for  .ill  health  and 
preventable  disease.

The  Divisicml  Medical  Officer  is  responsible  for 
co-ord.inating  the  activities  of  public  and  volunta,ry  bodies  engaged 
in  the  prevention  of  negdect  or  ill-treatment  of  children  in  their 
own  hones.  "To  this  end  conferences  are  held  regularly,  and  attend¬ 
ed  by  all  who  have  a,n  interest  in  the  welfare,  education  and  housing 
of  these  families «  A  great  deal  of  .information  is  thus  made 
availab].e  for  those  x/orkers  and  theii'  activities  can  be  co-ordinated 
to  the  best  advantage  in  dealing  with  problem  families,  and  others 
\^ho  may  be  brought  to  notice  in  one  way  or  another. 


Rehab  Hit  at  ion  of  such  families  is  a  difficult 
business,  and  we  have  no  Family  Service  Unit  to  work  in  their  homes. 

But  some  results  have  been  achieved,  and  the  conferences  are  of 
undoubted  value o  In  this  respect  the  services  of  the  local  inspector 
of  the  N*S*P«C»G,  have  been  greatly  appreciated. 

CARE  Ai^  AFTER  GABE. 

There  is  a  wide  field  of  responsibility  for  the  Local 
Health  Authority  and  references  imist  necessarily  be  brief.  Sick  room 
requisites  in  the  form  of  air  rings,  rubber  sheets,  bed  pans  and  bed 
rests  have  been  provided  free  of  charge,  each  hone  nurse  holding  a 
small  stock.  Crutches,  wheel  cliairs,  spinal  carrie.ges,  special  beds 
and  other  larger  items  being  supplied  through  the  Divisional  Office. 
Recuperative  Home  Treatment  has  been  arranged  for  certain  adults  on 
their  doctor  ^s  recomi:iendat  ion,  and  a  few  children  have  been  admitted 
to  convalescent  homes  through  the  School  Health  Service.  E:ctra  milh 
has  been  supplied  to  35  cases  of  tuberculosis  during  the  year,  on 
the  advice  of  the  Chest  Physician . 

The  e:ccha.nge  of  information  between  the  /ilraoners  and 
this  Division  has  shown  a  considerable  increase,  home  nurses  and  home 
helps  being  provided  at  their  request  for  patients  discharged  from 
hospital.  Information  on  social  conditions  has  also  been  provided, 
and  many  reports  on  the  circumstances  of  applicputs  for  admission  to 
hospitals  for  the  long-term  sick. 

ikch  attention  has  been  given  to  the  ageing  population 
in  one  form  or  another.  Ageing  by  virtue  of  the  fact  that  instead 
of  the  high  fertility  of  the  nineteenth  century,  there  is  now  a  lower 
level  of  fertility,  and  the  continuous  eixpansion  of  population  has 
been  replaced  by  a  more  stable  structure  in  which  the  proportion  of 
old  people  is  no  longer  artificially  lov;.  Additionally,  the  great 
reduction  in  morta.lity,  particularly  amongst  infants  and  from  infections 
means  that  many  people  are  new  living  into  old  age  which,  until  recent 
times  they  would  never  have  reached.  The  majority  of  old  people 
manage  surprisingly  well,  but  if  they  fall  ill  and  require  nursing,  it 
is  always  d.ifficult  to  obtain  a  hospital  bed  on  the  female  s;ide. 

The  provision  of  a  “half  wa^^  house*',  the  joint  responsibility  of 
Regional  Hospital  Board  and  Local  Health  Authority  would  meet  the  needs 
of  some  such  cases  of  temporary  illness.  It  woizld  also  meet  the  needs 
of  ma.ny  others  -  e.g.,  those  no  longer  requiring  hospital  treatment,  but 
not  fit  to  mana.ge  in  their  own  homes  or  in  an  old  peoples*  home,  some- 
t.imes  referred  to  as  the  *  frazil  axibulants*. 


14 .  AIBULANGE  SERVICE  • 


There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  aiibulance 
arrangements  during  the  year,  and  judging  from  comment  and 
absence  of  conpla:int,  it  would  seen  that  a,  satisfactory  service 
is  being  provided. 

The  Br,rnoldswick  depot  serves  West  Craven^  Sllsden 
and  adjacent  parishes  are  served  from  Keighley;  Add-ingham  and,.,..,. 
Beamsley  from  Guiseley;  an^l  the  rest  of  the  Division  from  the 
Skipton  depot,  with  the  exception  of  Upper  Wharf edale  which  is 
dealt  with  by  the  St.  John* s  Ambulance  Brigade  operating  under 
agency  arrangements  from  Grassington.

15-  TTIE  SCHOOL  IISilLTII  SERVICE. 

The  responsibilities  of  the  department  in  respect  of 
schools  have  continued  v/ithout  Interruption.  The  basis  is  the 
exanina-tion  of  each  cAild  on  at  least  three  occasions  during 
school  life  along  with  special  examinations  of  those  children 
who  need  particular  observation  or  care,  and  the  provision  of 
guidance  to  the  Youth  Employment  Officer  when  the  time  comes  for 
pupils  to  leave  school.  In  addition,  B.C.G,  vaccination  has  been 
offered  since  September  to  all  childiren  .in  the  thirteen  year  old 
grou^..  The  purpose  of  this  is  to  provide  children  with  an 
artlficlcJ.  iuimunity  who  a.re  shown  by  skin  testing  to  be  susceptible 
to  tuberculosis.  The  results  of  this  are  given  in  the  table  belov/, 
and  further  reference  will  be  found  in  an  earlier  section  of  this 
Report . 


The  tuberculin  testing  of  school  entra^nts  has  aiso 
been  extended.  This  consists  of  applying  a  little  specially 
prepared  jelly  to  the  skin,  and  in  the  case  of  a  child  show.ing  a 
positive  reaction,  search  is  made  amongst  the  family  contacts  to 
try  and  find  the  source  of  infection.  This  is  done  with  the 
co-operation  of  the  Chest  Physician,  and  is  a  means  of  discovering 
hitherto  undetected  but  Infectious  cases  of  tuberculosis  .in  the 
community. 

B.C.G.  vaccination,  and  the  tuberculin  testing  of 
school  entrants  have  involved  the  staff  of  the  department  in  much 
extra  work.  But  it  has  been  willingly  undert alien  and  accomplish^ 
ed  in  the  belief  thai  these  procedures  will  eventually  lead  to  a 
reduction  in  the  .incidence  of  tuberculosis. 


During  the  year  two  tea^chers  were  found  to  be 
si^fering  from  pulmonary  tuborculos.is.  All  contacts  were 
gxven  a  tuberculin  test^  the  results  of  which  .indicated 

tnat  there  had  been  no  widespread  dissemination  of  the 
disease. 


The  free  provision  of  a  general  practitioner 
service  (under  the  National  Health  Service  Act)  for  every  child 
^^s  cd  litule  effect  so  fa,r  on  the  School  Health  Service^  and 

between  the  doctors  concerned  is  ,in  nost  instances 
satisfactor3^.  Co-operation  with  the  hospital  staffs  has  also 
w.iproved.  Tha.t  is  as  it  should  be^  for  all  are  workers  .in  the 
sane ^ health  service;  and  as  there  are  still  20%  of  nen  nedically 
exaained  on  registering  for  nc,tionaJ.  service  found  to  be  unfit 
for  service  on  aedical  grounds ^  then  there  is  obviousl;^  a  need 
tor  the  fullest  co-operation  in  this  wide  field  of  child  health.
